* Hemlock Trail is accessed from Lakewood 
Country Lane, approximately 25 metres from 
the West Road corner on your right as you exit 
Lakewood. 

* It may also be accessed by starting on 
Beech Trail (newly named), which is a former 
roadway that goes from Trillium Crossing out to 
West Road. This is approx. 100 meters past 
Vargas' driveway. 

* There is also a midway access point approxi- 
mately 175 metres from where Snowshoe Trail 
turns into the forest off Trillium Crossing. 

The access points and trail are flagged with or- 
ange tape. We will be making more permanent 
signs, probably by spring. 

Be aware that Hemlock is a more rugged trail 
than the others in Lakewood, with the terrain 
featuring many rocks, holes, and stumps. Be 
sure to wear sturdy footware when you walk 
this trail! Further, as this new trail is not as "well 
trodden" as our other Lakewood trails, pay 
close attention to the orange flags as you walk 
so you do not become disoriented.

We bought our lot on the 
American Thanksgiving week- 
end, November of 1995. Amy 
Wilkes was the first to buy a lot 
but we were the first to build. 1 
That happened in the Fall of 
1996. We moved in around 
December 11, 1996 and my 
husband John, lived in Lakewood all by himself 
that winter until Amy, had her house built in the 
Spring of 1997. 

The day we moved in was one of the worst snow 
storms in years. It was truly miserable and over- 
cast when we left Ohio and not bad at the Sarnia 
border. We got held up somewhat at the border 
but were finally on our way by about noon. The 
snow got deeper and deeper the further north 
we travelled. We got to Tiverton and Hwy. 21 
was shut down for about one and a half hours. 
We had three vehicles. The moving van with my 
husband John and his brother driving. I followed 
in our Pontiac and my son Mark and his wife 
Darleen were in the third car. 

We stopped at an all purpose store in Tiverton 
where we were able to get coffee and waited. 
My daughter-in-law got out of her car and said 
"don't you ever expect me to come up here in 
the winter". Needless to say, they never came 
up again except for John's funeral on December 
11,2000.

When we got to Lakewood it was dark. The van 
was ahead of me. I found our lot but the van 
kept on going. I tried to get there attention with- 
out luck. The road 
around the curve had not 
been finished. The one 
side was about 2-3 feet 
higher than the other 
side. They were on the 
higher side. Fortunately 
they stopped and I was 
walking towards then in 
the tracks they had made 
in the van. When they 
'got out of the van they 
were waist deep in the snow. We left the van 
there, got back in my car and headed out to 
Ferndale. Visibility was zero. I got out of the 
car and walked ahead to find the Burma road 
and Ferndale road. We were lucky to get rooms 
at Mom's in Ferndale. The next day wasn't any 
better. 

We got to the site and had to back the van up, 
got it unloaded, but couldn't move in because 
the inspector hadn't been around to give us oc- 
cupancy rights. John Keeso, loaned us his 
house for a few days until that was taken care 
of, and we were allowed to officially move in. 
We did some unpacking then off we went to 
Ohio for Christmas. 

John came back in January 1997. I came per- 
manently in January 1998. John passed away 
December 1 1 , 2000 and I moved to the Hayes 
apartments in 2008. My niece and her husband, 
Heather and Bob Martini bought our house and I 
am welcome to go back and visit any time I 
want. John and I loved Lakewood but when I 
found myself alone, I wanted to be closer to 
town.
